INDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALE TRADING IN TEXTILES 


In the following table are given the index numbers of 


wholesale trading in textiles in April, with compara- 


tive figures for earlier periods, the index numbers relating 
to (1) sales for the Home Trade, (2) sales for Export and 
(3) the value of stocks at the end of the month, based on 
average monthly sales or stocks in 1937 = 100. The 
figures, which are compiled by the Wholesale Textile 
Association in collaboration with the Bank of England, do 
not include the turnover of all the wholesale textile houses, 
but practically all the important houses in the large centres 
of distribution are normally contributors. The particulars

relate to all classes of textile goods, including wearing 
apparel for men, women and children, as well as furnishings, 
and in computing the value of sales or stocks the purchase 
tax has been omitted. In view of the appreciable rise in 
price which has occurred for a number of textile goods since 
the outbreak of war, the figures should not be taken as 
representing the volume of goods sold or in stock. 

Owing to war-time disturbances the sample has become 
less representative than it used to be. The index numbers 
tend to be too high as a measure of the total trade of the 
country because they make no allowance for the reduced 
sales of firms which have failed to send in returns as a result 
of enemy action. 

The index for total trade, published until recently, has 
been omitted in favour of the index of stocks; as exports 
only account for a small part of the trade of the reporting 
houses the index for total trade is virtually the same as 
that for home trade. 

April. The index number of home trade sales in April 
was 18 per cent. lower than in March, which is much greater 
than the corresponding peace-time decline. Compared 
with the average of the months since rationing started the 
index shows a rise of 6 per cent. by value, probably implying 
little change in volume, whereas normally there is a rise of 
about 6 per cent. The fact that both these comparisons 
show April sales as rather low is probably due to the fact 
that Spring goods started to be delivered earlier this year, 
producing a quite abnormally high index in February ; 
this naturally leaves less for the later months. 

Wholesale stocks are normally reduced very slightly 
during April, and the larger decline this year (7 per cent.) 
brought the index to within 7 points of the low level to 
which it had fallen at the end of November. The fall in 
both sales and stocks in April compared with March prob- 
ably indicates that the abnormal stocks of Spring goods 
which wholesalers accumulated at the beginning of the 
year have been despatched without full replacement.

ADDITIONS TO “ BLACK LIST ” 


The Board of Trade announce that they have made the 
Trading with the Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) 
(No. 8) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 912, price 3d.), which 
came into force on 23 May, containing 491 additions to the 
** Black List’ of traders in neutral countries with whom it is 
unlawful to have dealings of any kind. 


COAL SUPPLY ORDER, 1942 


The Secretary for Mines announces that the Board of Trade 
have made The Coal Supply Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 945, 
price 2d.), which consolidates and extends the existing powers of 
the Board of Trade under the Coal Supply Order, 1941 (see the 
** Board of Trade Journal” of 11 October 1941, page 222). It 
empowers the Secretary for Mines to give directions to colliery 
owners, coal merchants and various classes of consumers (other 
than domestic consumers) as to the disposal, treatment, use, 
acquisition and storage of coal (which includes cannel coal, 
anthracite, coke and any manufactured fuel of which coal, 
anthracite or coke is the principal constituent) and in certain 
circumstances to fix the price at which such “ directed ”’ coal shall 
be sold or supplied. 


CONTROL OF RUBBER TYRES 


The Ministry of Supply have issued a supplementary list of 
295 additions to and 35 deletions from the original list of 1,176 
Authorised Tyre Depots under the Control of Rubber Tyres 
(No. 4) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 597, price 1d.) 

JThis has been done following discussions with the appropriate 
Associations of the Industry and after careful consideration of 
the applications received. 

A final reprint of the list of Authorised Tyre Depots will be 
issued shortly. 


CONTROL OF NON-FERROUS METALS 


COBALT 
Under the Control of Non-Ferrous Metals (No. 10) (Cobalt) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 938, price 1d.) licences are now 
required by importers or manufacturers to dispose of cobalt 
and certain specified materials containing cobalt imported into 
or produced in the United Kingdom. The material cannot be 
acquired from the importer or manufacturer unless he has a 
licence or unless the acquirer is authorised by licence. 
The specified materials are :— 
cobalt-bearing ores, concentrates and mattes, residues from which 
cobalt can be recovered, cobalt metal, cobalt oxides, and the following 
salts of cobalt : 
acetate, ammonium sulphate, carbonate, chloride, hydrate, 
nitrate, phosphate, sulphate.

CONTROL OF TIMBER 
£1 SALES 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Timber (No. 24) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 931, price 1d.), which provides 





new conditions for the sale, acquisition and consumption for 
necessary repairs or other essential work of quantities of timber, 
plywood, boxboards and veneer of a total value not exceeding £1, 
Acquisition for the purpose of replacing any metal gate, railing, 
fence or similar structure is specifically excluded. 
Under the new Order the provisions of Control of Timber 
(No. 21) Order do not apply in relation to such material comprised 
in any retail sale made at a price not exceeding £1 to a purchaser 
who makes and signs a declaration in the following form :— 
** T hereby declare 
(a) that I have not in the present month previously acquired 
any timber, plywood, boxboards or veneer; and 
(6) that all the timber, plywood, boxboard or veneer comprised 
in the present transaction is being purchased and is to be 
immediately used for the necessary repairs or other essen. 
tial work specified below ; and all of it is being purchased 
and is to be used on my own behalf; and no part of it is 
being purchased or is to be used on behalf of any member 
of my family or on behalf of my employer or on behalf 
of any person other than myself; and no part of it is being 
purchased or is to be used for the purpose of constructing 
or erecting any wooden gate, railing, fence, hoarding or 
similar article or structure in replacement of or substitution 
for any metal gate, railing, fence, hoarding or similar 
article or structure ; and 
(c) that the particulars entered against my name are correct,” 


The required particulars are the date of sale, description of 
material, total price, purpose for which the material is required 
and the name and address of the purchaser. 

Any person who sells material under the provisions of this 
Order must direct the attention of intending purchasers to the 
exact wording of the declaration, preserve a record of each sale 
in the prescribed form and inform the Timber Control Area 
Officer within seven days of the end of each month of the total 
number and value of such sales in that month.

Timber Control Area Officer or direct from the Timber Control, 
Clifton Down Hotel, Bristol, 8. 


CONVERSION OF OAK, BEECH AND ASH 


Under Paragaph 2 of Direction No. 3 under the Control of Timber 
(No. 21),Order, 1941 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 10 January 
1942, page 20) the Minister of Supply has served notices on producers 
of home grown timber to prohibit them from converting prime 
quality OAK or BEECH butts exceeding 114 inches middle quarter 
girth or prime quality ASH butts exceeding 9 inches middle quarter 
girth into thicknesses under 1} inches subject to certain exceptions 
set out in the notices. 

The notices have been issued to ensure that all supplies of such 
prime quality timber shall be converted only into those thicknesses 
which are most needed for essential war purposes. If any timber 
merchant has difficulty in disposing of such timber converted to 
thicknesses of 1} inches or over, the Timber Control will be prepared 
to purchase such material for National Stock, if of suitable quality. 


CONTROL OF TINS, CANS, ETC. 


A further series of regulations designed to reduce the country’s 
consumption of tin is issued to-day as the Control of Tins, Cans, 
Kegs, Drums and Packaging Pails (No. 7) Order, 1942 (S. R. & 0. 
1942, price 1d.) being a further supplement to the existing No. 4 
Order (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 24 January 1942, 
page 50). 

By the new Order the cutting up of tinplate will be prohibited 
on and after 26 May for an additional range of packages and 
closures for civilian use. 


There are further restrictions in its use for food products covering 
edible oils and extracts and in commodities other than food there 
are certain paints, polishes, cleansers, insecticides, disinfectants, 
various chemicals and adhesives which are now restricted. Sheet 
steel, uncoated with tin, will be used instead. 

There will also be a very extensive prohibitions of tinplate for

caps and closures, the only important exceptions being caps for 
home and commercial bottling, where the whole pack is processed, 
some caps for medicinal purposes and certain caps for special uses. 

The restrictions will also apply to the majority of composite 
containers, which are made with board bodies and metal ends. All 
normal commercial packs for such purposes as scouring powder, 
dried powdered goods, ete., will have tinplate replaced by uncoated 
steel, the few exceptions in the Order being allowed owing to indi- 
vidual special technical circumstances. 

The new containers will be, to a very considerable extent, the 
same size and type as existing ones; but the appearance will change, 
the steel being in most cases coated with protective lacquers and 
varnishes in place of its normal coating of tin. 

The restrictions have been designed to ensure that adequate 
protection of the product packed still exists, and where containers 
are decorated, the opportunity has been taken, in many cases, so to 
amend the appearance that the labour and materials used will be 
reduced to a minimum. 


EXPORT LICENSING 
EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) NO. 25 ORDER, 1942 
Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 25) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 995, price 1d.) which comes into force on 
16 June 1942, control is extended to cover metal trunks and suit- 
cases ; knitted, netted and crocheted goods of wool and cotton ; 
buffalo pickers and clocks. 
Licences will, in future, be required to export the following 
classes of goods to all destinations :— 
(i) Trunks, suitcases and similar receptacles, wholly or 
mainly of metal. 
(ii) Buffalo pickers. 
(iii) Clocks of a type used for indicating the time of day, 
and movements therefor. 
Applications for licences to export (i) and (iii) above will not, 
normally, be entertained. 
The existing control in respect of knitted. netted or crocheted 
goods wholly or mainly of wool is extended to cover similar goods 
made wholly or mainly of wool and cotton. 


RUBBER GLOVES 

There appears to be some misapprehension concerning the 
effect of the Rubber Gloves Order, 1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 23 May 1942, page 263). 

In order to clarify the position, it should be explained that 
(Gloves made wholly or partly of rubber (other than sports gloves 
and gloves which contain elastic only in the wrist) may not now 
be supplied by any person whether he is manufacturer, whole- 
saler or retailer except against one of the certificates referred to 
in the Order or to a Government Department or by direct export. 
This applies to transactions between traders as well as to trans- 
actions between traders and consumers. The restrictions apply 
to all types of rubber gloves, including household gloves, and they 
also apply to stocks of gloves held before the Order came into 
force. The purpose of the Order is to ensure that rubber gloves 
of all kinds shall go only to those persons who need them for 
essential purposes. 


QUILTS AND QUILT COVERS (MAXIMUM 
PRICES) ORDER, 1942 


The Board of Trade have made the Quilts and Quilt Covers 
(Maximum Prices Order), 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 887, price 
ld.) controlling the maximum prices to be charged by manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and retailers of quilts and quilt covers manu- 
factured under Licences issued under the Consumer Rationing 
(No. 8) Order, 1942. All quilts and quilt covers manufactured 
under such licences must bear the mark shown below :-

Manufacturers’ prices for quilts and quilt covers of their own 
manufacture are determined by conditions attached to the

licences. The present Prices Order regulates the margins which 
may be added for distribution as follows :- 

(1) Manufacturers who sell quilts and covers which they have not 
themselves manufactured are, for the purposes of the Order, treated 
as wholesalers. 

(2) Wholesalers.—Under the Order Wholesalers are divided into 
two separate classes : 

(a) Wholesalers who conduct a regular selling organisation for 
supplying the retail trade and carry stocks which are 
substantial in relation to their turnover may add a margin 
of 17-65 per cent. to the price paid to the manufacturer by 
the first purchaser (equivalent to 15 per cent. on returns) ; 
i.e. the total mark-up between manufacturer’s selling 
price and the retail buying price may not exceed 17-65 
per cent. of the former. 

(6) Other wholesalers may add a margin of 5 per cent only to 
the price paid to the manufacturer by the first purchaser. 

The prices chargeable by wholesalers of both types 
may not exceed the appropriate over-riding maxima 
which are specified in the Schedule to the Order. 

(3) Retailers.—Retailers may add a margin of 42-86 per cent. to 
the price (exclusive of Purchase Tax) paid by the first retailer pur- 
chaser to the wholesaler or manufacturer, as the case may be. This 
is the equivalent of 30 per cent. on returns exclusive of Purchase 
Tax. Over-riding maxima or “ ceiling ’’ prices for retailers are also 
laid down in the Schedule and are fixed on a tax exclusive basis. 
Particular attention is drawn to the fact that in this Order the retail 
margins expressed as percentages of a price exclusive of Purchase 
Tax, and similarly the retail ceiling prices exclude the tax. The 
actual prices payable by the customer may therefore exceed those 
specified by the appropriate amount of tax. 

(4) Composite Businesses.—The methods of computing maximum 
prices which may be charged by composite businesses consisting of 
a manufacturing and a wholesale or retail branch or both are similar 
to those laid down in Maximum Prices Order at present in force in 
relation to Utility cloth and apparel. 

The over-riding maxima set out in the Schedule may in some 
cases appear to be high. A substantial proportion of goods at much 
lower wholesale and retail selling prices will however be ensured by 
the terms of the licences issued under the Consumer Rationing 
(No, 8) Order which require the manufacturer to produce a large 
proportion of such goods at prices well below the maxima. 


MANUFACTURE AND SUPPLY OF APPAREL 
AND TEXTILES 


From 1 June the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) 
Orders will be replaced by new legal provisions governing the 
manufacture and supply of apparel and textile goods. Details 
are given below. 

As already announced, most of the quotas on these goods will 
be abolished. The quotas, which were introduced in 1940 in 
order to restrict the volume of production for civilian needs and 
thus release labour, materials and factory space for war purposes, 
have achieved their object ; and the problem is now to obtain 
the maximum production of the most essential goods from the 
restricted resources still available. It is thus necessary to 
regulate the nature of the goods which manufacturers may pro- 
duce with increasing precision; and for this reason the new 
Apparel and Textiles Order emphasises the Board’s powers of 
legal control at the raw material and manufacturing stages rather 
than at the point of supply. 

The change of method, therefore, does not imply any change 
of policy. The Board have already found it necessary in many 
ways to regulate the nature as well as the volume of production, 
as, for example, in the Utility scheme and in the “ simplification ’ 
Orders. Further developments will, as in the past, be worked 
out and administered in full consultation with the trades con 
cerned, on whose collaboration the Board rely. 


APPAREL AND TEXTILE ORDER 


The Apparel and Textiles Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 
1000), replaces the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) 
Order, 1941 as from 1 June, and controls in addition the goods 
previously controlled in Classes 4 and 6 of the Limitation of 
Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 13) Order, 1941, and the Felt Hat 
Hoods Order, 1941. The Order is a short document containing 
certain general provisions with regard to all classes of goods, and 
indicating the powers which the Board of Trade may exercise 
with regard to the several industries by directions made under the 
Order. There will be a separate direction for each of the main 
industries controlled by the Order, and thus each manufacturer 
will be able to obtain full information of the regulations affecting 
him by purchasing the Order and the single direction relating to 
his industry. Both the Order and each of the Directions under 
it will be accompanied by explanatory notes. 


DIRECTIONS 


Directions are being made under the Order, to come into force 
on 1 June, for the following industries. The numbers in brackets 
refer to the S. R. & O. numbers. 

Woven Wool Cloth (1001).—There will be no quota restriction 
on supplies by registered manufacturers either of utility or non- 
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utility woven wool cloth. Manufacturers, however, will receive 
cloth sub-certificates, either directly from designated makers-up 
or indirectly through merchants, and those who have made 
contracts accordingly will, of course, be required by the wool 
control to supply cloth against these contracts in proportion to 
the amount of raw material released to them for the purpose ; 
these orders will in general absorb a high proportion of their 
production. In future when the Wool Control release material 
to manufacturers for the production of utility cloth they wiil 
require the manufacturer to apply the mark and appropriate 
number to the resulting cloth; meanwhile manufacturers are 
authorised to apply the mark and number to any wool cloth of 
their manufacture which complies with the descriptions in the 
present schedule to the Cloth and Apparel Order. 

Woven Non-Wool Cloth (1002).—There will be no restriction on 
the aggregate supplies of utility non-wool cloth by registered 
persons, but during the three months June to August 1942 each 
registered person must send at least 75 per cent. of his supplies 
(except to other persons on the non-wool cloth register) of such 
cloth to firms included in the List of Designated Makers-up. 
This List will be published very shortly. Supplies of utility 
non-wool cloth after that period will be regulated by the scheme 
already announced for the production and supply of such cloth 
by arrangements with the Cotton Control and the Cotton Board 
through the Utility Cloth Office. Under this arrangement 
merchant convertors will be required to apply the utility mark 
and appropriate number to cloth produced by them from grey 
cloth released for the purpose. The specifications of cotton and 
rayon utility cloths for production under this scheme have been 
revised and will be published with the Direction. Meanwhile 
manufacturers are authorised to apply the mark and appropriate 
number to any cloth which they supply conforming to the 
conditions and prices specified in the Schedule to the Direction 
(same as the present Fifth Schedule as amended). 

The supply of non-utility non-wool cloth by registered persons 
will be restricted during the three months June to August to 
one-tenth of the amount they were entitled to supply under the 
Cloth and Apparel Order (equivalent to -9 per cent. of their 
standard period supplies). These restrictions will not apply to 
supplies to Government Departments by direct export, to persons 
included in Part II of the Cloth and Apparel Register for Class A, 
to Local Authorities and other bodies at present included in the 
Third and Fourth Schedules of the Cloth and Apparel Order, to 
special producers, or to supplies of cloth of the kinds at present 
included in the Second Schedule of the Cloth and Apparel Order. 
In addition, special licences will be given for the supply or use of 
cloth for the manufacture of blankets, sheets and towels. 

Knitted Goods (1003).—There will be no restriction on the 
supply of utility knitted goods by registered manufacturers. 
During June they will be authorised to apply the mark to any 
goods which they supply conforming to the descriptions in the 
present Fifth Schedule to the Cloth and Apparel Order ; as from 
1 July their production of utility goods will be the subject of 
individual directions to each manufacturer framed so as to make 
the best use of his productive capacity in the light of the general 
programme. 

Registered manufacturers will be prohibited from manu- 
facturing non-utility knitted goods after 30 June except as may 
be permitted in the individual directions mentioned above. 
After 30 June there will be no restriction on the supply of any 
non-utility knitted goods manufactured by a registered manu- 
facturer under the authority of an individual direction. Non- 
utility goods which have been manufactured before 1 July may 
be supplied during the three months June to August 1942 up to 
20 per cent. of the amount which might be supplied under the 
Cloth and Apparel Order (equivalent to 5 per cent. of the standard 
period supplies), but supply will be prohibited after 31 August. 
There will be no restriction on supplies to Government Depart- 
ments, special producers or Local Authorities and the other 
bodies included in the Third and Fourth Schedules of the Cloth 
and Apparel Order. 

No unregistered person may manufacture any knitted goods 
after 30 June except under individual licences for which applica- 
tion should be made to the Board of Trade, 94 Regent Road, 
Leicester. 

Corsets (1004).—Registered corset manufacturers may manu- 
facture and supply without restriction utility corsets of the kinds 
which will be included in the Schedule to the Corset Directions, 
or utility corsets of kinds to which they were authorised to apply 
the mark by licences under the Cloth and Apparel Order. A 
corset manufacturer must apply the utility mark to any corsets 
which he manufactures from utility corset cloths. As from 
1 June no registered corset manufacturer may start on the 
manufacture of any non-utility corsets except under licence. 
Corsets cut before that date may be supplied without restriction 
until 31 August; thereafter non-utility corsets may not be 
supplied except under licence. 

These provisions apply also to corset belts and brassiéres. 
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The production of roll-on blanks will be prohibited except under 
licence. 

Footwear (1005).—Registered manufacturers of footwear will 
be given special pairage directions allowing production during 
the months June to September at the same rate as was permitted 
for Apriland May. In future, however, at least half the footwear 
of any category which they manufacture must be marked utility 
and must conform to certain specifications. 

In addition, registered manufacturers may apply the utility 
mark to any other footwear manufactured by them in accordance 
with the specifications prescribed. Detail instructions will be 
given concerning the application of the mark and also of the 
code number of the specification and the identification number 
which will be given to each manufacturer by the Board of Trade. 

Gloves (1006).—Knitted, netted and crocheted gloves (not 
including gloves made from knitted, netted or crocheted fabric) 
will in future be controlled as knitted goods. Registered manu- 
factures of other kinds of gloves will be given a quota for the 
two months June and July of 34 per cent. of their standard 
period supplies (i.e., the same rate of quota as under the Cloth 
and Apparel Order). Industrial gloves, at present uncontrolled, 
will be brought within control, except for. asbestos gloves, 
scavenging gloves, gloves reinforced with metal, and rubber 
gloves as defined in the Rubber Gloves Order, 1942 (see the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal ” of 23 May 1942, page 263) ; industrial 
gloves, however, like other protective gloves at present, will be 
allowed to be supplied against certificates from factory inspectors, 
etc., outside quota. In addition, leather, furskin, cloth or other 
material shaped for making into gloves is also brought under 
control. 

Fur Apparel (1007).—Registered manufacturers of fur apparel 
will be given a quota for supplies during June and July of 
44 per cent. of their standard period supplies (i.e., the same rate 
of quota as under the Cloth and Apparel Order). Repairs and 
remodellings will be permitted outside quota up to two-ninths 
of the value of such work done in the standard period. Fur 
headgear and fur trimmings, hitherto uncontrolled, will be 
brought within control. The existing provisions with regard to 
unregistered manufacturers continue unchanged except that 
they will now be allowed to supply without restriction to 
registered persons fur apparel manufactured by them for such 
persons on commission. Fur apparel may no longer be supplied 
outside quota to persons whose names were entered on Part II 
of the Cloth and Apparel Register for Class E, but special licences 
for such supplies will be considered. 

Muakers-up (1008).—The making up of utility cloth into 
garments, which has hitherto been regulated by Article 3 and the 
fifth column of the Fifth Schedule of the Cloth and Appare! 
Order, will now be the subject of a separate direction for makers- 
up. The garments which may be made up from utility cloth of 
any specification are restricted to those for which a maximum 
price has been fixed by an Order under the Goods and Services 
(Price Control) Act, 1941, or such other garments as may be 
permitted by general or special directions or licences under the 
Apparel and Textiles Order. 

Felt Hat Hoods (1009).—Manufacturers of felt hat hoods will be 
given licences for the period June to November 1942 allowing 
them to supply 5 per cent. of the hoods they supplied in the stan- 
dard period (i.e. at the rate of 10 per cent.). In addition licences 
will be given allowing release of the balance of stocks of hoods 
still on hand from 20 November 1941, and applications will also 
be considered for licences to supply hoods outside quota to 
organisations who can show special need. 

Lace (1010).—Registered manufacturers and wholesalers will 
be permitted to supply lace during the six months June to 
November 1942 at the rate of 25 per cent. by value of supplies 
during the six months ended November 1939. 

As from 1 June the manufacture of lace, except glass replace- 
ment fabric and hair nets, is prohibited ; this prohibition will not 
apply to manufacture for Government Orders and General 
Licences will be issued allowing the manufacture of mosquito 
netting and anti-scatter fabric, and also the manufacture of lace 
for export and the completion of lace in course of manufacture on 
31 May. Application for licence to use stocks of yarn may be 
made to the Board of Trade, Marsham Court, Bournemouth. 

Mattresses and Quilts (1011).—Registered manufacturers and 
wholesalers will be allowed to supply during the six months June 
to November 1942 goods previously controlled in Class 6 of the 
Miscellaneous Orders (except mattresses not upholstered—see 
below) up to 124 per cent. by value of their supplies of such goods 
during the year ended 31 May 1940. Mattresses not upholstered 
will now be regarded as furniture, and supplies of such goods both 
in the restriction and in the standard periods must be excluded 
for quota purposes. 

After 31 May the manufacture of mattresses (including pillows

BRITISH EMPIRE 


REDUCTION OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON COMMERCIAL 
MOTOR VEHICLES 


The Senior United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Dublin 
has forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of a notice (No. 384) 
issued by the Eire Revenue Commissioners, which states that the 
Government has made an Order, effective on and after 13 May 
1942, reducing to 15 per cent. ad valorem the customs duty on 
motor-car bodies (Tariff reference No. 154 (a) }) and motor car 
chassis (Tariff reference No. 154 (i) (2) ) which are imported as 
parts of complete or substantially complete motor cars which are 
designed and constructed primarily for the carriage of goods. 


TRINIDAD 
REVISED CUSTOMS DUTIES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 16 May (page 258), the Board of 
Trade have been informed by telegraph that the General Duty 
in respect of item 14(a) is 3 dollars per dozen pairs and not 
3 dollars 60 cents as stated. 


ZANZIBAR 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Legal Supplement to the “‘ Zanzibar Official Gazette ”’ of 
14 March, contains a copy of a notice which revokes the Order

CONSUMPTION AND EXCISE DUTIES 


A special number of the Egyptian “‘ Journal Officiel”’ of 15 
April contains a Decree effective from that date which revises 
the former Consumption or Excise Duties on pure alcohol and 
beer manufactured locally or imported from abroad.

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the Union 
of South Africa :— 


General business remains brisk within the restrictions imposed 
by the reduced volume of available supplies, and reports from some 
centres indicate that the shorter shopping hours are helping to keep 
public buying proportionate to the present stock position. Condi- 
tions in the secondary industries show little change, although employ- 
ment figures at some factories are adversely affected by the scarcity 
of raw materials, 


GoLp Output AND RatLway EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output for April (25 working days) was 
1,182,678 fine ounces with a value, including the premium, on the 
basis of £8 8s. per fine ounce, of £9,934,495—compared with 
1,166,456 fine ounces, with a value of the basis of £8 8s. per fine 
ounce, of £9,798,230 for April 1941 (also 25 working days). The 
average daily output for April 1942 compared with the previous 
month increased by 610 fine ounces to 47,307, but the number of 
natives employed declined from 374,152 to 371,032. 

Railway earnings from 1 April to 9 May were £4,299, 964, as com- 
pared with £4,071,673 in the corresponding period of 1941. 
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Trade and Industry—Continued. 


Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 

A Department of Agriculture report indicates that farming condi- 
tions in some Cape areas, mainly in the south and north-west, are 
not altogether favourable as rainfall is light and the ground too dry 
for extensive ploughing. Elsewhere in the Cape and in other pro- 
vinces conditions are more satisfactory. Some damage to crops has 
been caused by frost but a general improvement is evident, especially 
in maize, and winter farming prospects are promising. Livestock on 
the whole is in good condition, particularly in Natal and the Orange 
Free State. The position regarding brown locusts remains quiet 
and satisfactory. Outbreaks of red locusts have occurred in a number 
of districts, but good progress is recorded in combating the pest and 
no damage to crops is reported. 

Unofficial estimates place the maize crop at about 16,000,000 
bags, which is 3,090,000 to 4,000,000 bags less than estimated local 
requirements. New prices fixed on 13 May range from 15s. to 14s. 8d 
a bag for bagged maize, and 14s, 3d. to 13s. 11d. a bag for elevator 
supplies. 

Woo L, HIpEs, ETC. 

Short and medium wools arriving at Port Elizabeth are reported 
to be of excellent quality owing to opportune rains in many districts. 
The quality and quantity of wool arrivals at Cape Town are below 
normal owing to drought in the Karoo areas. The short-wool season 
at Durban is over and is approaching its close at East London, 
where arrivals are smaller than usual. Mohair is arriving on the 
market freely and meeting with good demand for all types. It is 
reported that the bulk of the current clip has now been successfully 
marketed. 

The hide market is firm at unchanged rates. Sheepskins are 
dearer owing to keen competition. Gloving skins have improved and 
goatskins are firmer. Long-hair angoras are unchanged but shorts 
are dearer. There has been no change in ostrich feathers. Wattle 
bark is in fairly good demand from Canada, Australia and India. 
The citrus crop is promising and it is estimated that the normal 
exportable surplus would have amounted to about 5,000,000 cases. 
The Citrus Board has arranged to auction fruit on important Union 
markets with the view of encouraging large local clearances. 

Wholesale and retail trade in soft goods is steady but the outlook 
is uncertain owing to manufacturing restrictions in the exporting 
countries.

POSTAL SECTION 
EXTENSION OF AIRGRAPH SERVICE 


The Postmaster-General announces that, with the co-operation of 
the Service Departments, British Overseas Airways Corporation and 
the Egyptian Post Office, the Airgraph Service, which has hitherto 
operated only to H.M. Forces in the Middle East area, has now been 
extended to include the following :— 

(i) Civilian addresses in Egypt, India, Ceylon, Palestine, 
Transjordan, Cyprus, Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, Aden, Bahrein, 
sritish Somaliland, and Seychelles. 


(ii) Personnel of H.M. Army and Royal Air Force serving in 
India, Burma and Ceylon. 

(iii) Personnel of H.M. Ships (including Royal Fleet Auxiliaries 
and Merchant Navy vessels employed on Government. non- 
commercial service whose address is ‘‘C/o G.P.O., London, 
E.C.1’) serving on the East Indies Station. 

The charge for Airgraph letters addressed to personnel of H.M. 
Forces is 3d. and for those addressed to civilians 8d. 

Special arrangements have been made whereby the service will 
also be available, at the charge of 3d., for Airgraph letters to per- 
sonnel of Merchant Navy vessels (including Allied Merchant vessels 
under the control of the Ministry of War Transport) employed on 
ordinary commercial service which are expected to call at ports in 
the countries to which the civilian Airgraph service is available. In the 
cage of vessels of this class, the sender should address the message, in 
the upper portion of the address panel, with the name of the addressee, 
rank and the name of the ship only (for example, ‘J. Smith, Esq., 
Second Officer, s.s. Swallow,’’ leaving room for the owners of the 
vessel to insert the address to which the message will be forwarded). 
The sender should affix stamps to the value of 3d. to the back of the 
form and then post it in an envelope stamped 24d. and addressed to 
the owners of the ship, or the owners’ agents, in the United Kingdom 
who will complete the address and forward the form to the Post 
Office for transmission. 


CORRESPONDENCE FOR MERCHANT SHIPS 


The Postmaster-General announces that the following improved 
conditions will in future apply to letters for the crews of merchant 
ships on commercial service which are due to be addressed to the care 
of the owners or the owners’ agents in the United Kingdom for re- 
direction to a port abroad :— 


(1) Letters and postcards intended for transmission by surface 
mail to a ship outside home waters will be accepted at the reduced 
rates of postage applicable to similar correspondence for H.M. Ships 
abroad and for those merchant ships abroad which have beed 
requisitioned for Naval or Military service, namely : Letters 14d. for 
the first ounce and 1d. for each additional ounce and postcards 1d. 
each. Letters and postcards for delivery at a port in the United 
Kingdom are subject to the ordinary inland rates of postage. 


(2) Air mail correspondence will be accepted at a flat air postage 
rate of 1s. 3d. per half ounce (postcards 7d.) and will be forward 
by Air Mail in all cases where an air mail service to the port of call 
oversea is available. 

(3) Airgraphs may be sent to merchant ships if an airgraph service 
to the port of call oversea is available under the conditions indicated 
in the current announcement concerning the civilian airgraph service 
to certain countries abroad.

that date. The specifications of the utility mattresses, and the 
prices at which they may be supplied, have already been substan- 
tially agreed with the National Bedding Federation, from whom 
particulars may be obtained. The mattresses will have to be 
marked with a utility mark. The supply by registered persons of 
non-utility mattresses of their own manufacture will be prohibited 
after 31 August. 

The manufacture of goods previously controlled in Class 6, 
other than utility mattresses will be confined to quilts of the kinds 
already agreed with the trade for the purposes of the Consumer 
Rationing Order, and sleeping bags. Manufacture of quilts will 
include remaking and recovering, subject to the same price condi- 
tions. The prices for the supply of quilts by manufacturers will 
be adjusted so as to follow an increased margin when selling to 
retailers or retai! customers. Registered persons will be prohi 
bited from supplying any quilts of their cwn manufacture except 
marked quilts after 30 June. 


GENERAL 
Government Contracts.—None of the prohibitions or restrictions 
in the Order or any of the Directions apply to the manufacture or 
supply of goods for the execution of Government contracts. 


Utility Prices.—-Each direction relating to utility goods will 
prescribe the maximum prices at which such goods may be sold 
by manufacturers (in some cases also the maximum margin over 
cost of production). Differential prices will be allowed for sales 
to retailers and retail customers. 


Registers.—The Cloth and Apparel Register (Part 1) and the 
Home Trade Register (Classes 4 and 6) will be continued with 
minor changes, except that the Register of Cloth manufacturers 
(Cloth and Apparel Register, Part 1, Class A) will be divided into 
two Registers for manufacturers of wool cloth and non wool cloth 
respectively. These two Registers, and notes of amendments to 
the others, will be published shortly. 


Unregistered Manufacturers —Unregistered persons in respect 
of any class of controlled goods (other than knitted goods—see 
above) who were manufacturing goods of that class on 1 Sep- 
tember 1941 will be as at present restricted in their supplies of 
controlled goods of that class of their own manufacture ro £100 
per month: if they were not manufacturing such goods on that 
date they will be prohibited from supplying any such zoods of 
their own manufacture. 


Bombed Traders.—The existing licence (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 
1452, price 4d.) allowing the supply of rationed and controlled 
goods outside quota and without coupons against bombed trader 
declarations will continue in force for two months in so far as it 
relates to the supply of rationed gouds without coupons. In 
view, however, of the disappearance of some of the quotas, the 
declarations under this licence will no longer carry any quota free 
tights; bombed traders will in general be expected to replace 
their losses by utility goods, but where these are not available or 
where there is some special reason to the contrary application may 
be made to the Board of Trade, Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth, for 
individual licences. As regards goods formerly controlled in 
Classes 4 and 6 of the Miscellaneous Orders. bombed trader 
declarations may continue to be made on the forms prescribed 





under the existing licence (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1451, published 
with No. 1452). 


USE OF ELASTIC THREAD FOR WOMENS’ 
UNDERWEAR 


Ruching, gauging and shirring are prohibited as from | June 
under the Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) (No. 3) Order, 
1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 18 April 1942, page 211). 
In order to prevent the freezing of small stocks of covered thread, 
the Board of Trade are prepared to grant licences to makers-up 
enabling them to continue these operations, subject to the restriction 
that all garments are completed not later than 31 July. 

Makers-up who wish to avail themselves of this concession should 
apply to the Board of Trade, giving details of the quantity and 
approximate value of the elastic thread they have in stock.

NIGHTWEAR MADE FROM KNITTED 
RAYON FABRICS 


Warp-knitters and makers-up of garments are informed that the 
Board of Trade intend to specify at an early date rayon locknit 
fabrics as follows :— 

Specification No, 404 

Maximum yield 4-58 yards per lb, Maximum price Is. 11d. per 
yard, 46 inches width. 

Specification No. 405. 

Maximum yield 3-75 yards per |b. Maximum price 2s. 4d. per 
yard, 48 inches width. 

Other fabric widths may be used at proportionate price. 

Specifications 406 and 407 for circular knitted 100 per cent. rayon 
fabric will remain in force. 

These cloths may be used for the full range of women’s and maids’ 
underwear and nightwear. The Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices 
and Charges) (No. 3) Order, 1942, gives the maximum prices which 
have been fixed for those garments. 

Specification No. 403 remains in force at present, and garments 
made up from it may be supplied subject to the provisions of the 
Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices and Charges) (No. 3) Order, 1942, 
which repeats, in respect of garments made up from this cloth, the 
provisions of the original Order. 

Warp knitters should note that from the entry into force of the 
new specifications 404 and 405, they should cease to use the specifica- 
tion No. 403 on cloth coming forward. 


UTILITY APPAREL (MAXIMUM PRICES AND 
CHARGES) (NO. 3) ORDER, 1942 


The Board of Trade have made the Utility Apparel (Maximum 
Prices and Charges) (No. 3) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 886, 
price 1s.), which revokes the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices 
and Charges) Order, 1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
7 February 1942, page 74). The new Order is in terms substan- 
tially the same as the one it replaces. The material amendments 
and additions which have been incorporated have the following 
effect :— 


1. The margin of net profit allowed to manufacturers of girls’ but 
not women’s seamless stockings has been altered from 5 per cent. 
to 74 per cent. 

2. The provisionsin paragraph | of the Second Schedule for varying 
the over-riding maxima for sizes other than those specified in Part 2 
of the First Schedule have been clarified, and are now extended to 
cover women’s underwear and nightwear. 

3. The Second Schedule has been amended to permit variations 
in the over-riding maxima by 25 per cent. for outsize women’s and 
maids’ outer clothing which is made to measure. The outsize pro- 
visions are also extended to blouses and slacks. 

4. Alteration Charges.—Part Il of the Order now includes under 
the heading ‘‘ Maximum Charges,”’ provisions governing the maxi- 
mum charges which may be made for alterations to utility garments 
carried out, or contracted for, within a month of purchase. These 
charges are now limited, in the case of a retailer who does the altera- 
tions himself, to the actual cost to him and may not, in respect of 
all the alterations to any one garment exceed 10 per cent. of his 
selling price before the alterations were made. The alterations must 
be charged separately. On these conditions the cost of alterations 
may be added to the appropriate retail selling price for the garment. 
Retailers who contract out their alterations work to other firms 
may only pass on to the customer the amount of the actual cost 
for them of these alterations, subject to the 10 per cent. ceiling. 
The charges made by persons other than the retailer who sold the 
garment who in the course of a business alter a utility garment, 
are limited to the actual service cost (as defined in paragraph 8 of 
the Order) together with the appropriate margin specified in Part I 
of the first Schedule, and the total charges which they may make 
for all alterations to any one garment must not exceed 10s. 

5. There are several additions to Part II of the First Schedule 
which cover manufacturers’ and distributors’ ceiling prices for new 
specifications of garments which are now available. Among the 
additions are a complete range of men’s outer clothing made of cloth 
No. 227, fully fashioned stockings, and women’s garments made 
from knitted cloths Nos. 596 and 597. There is also a special pro- 
vision in Part I of the First Schedule for manufacturers’ margins 
for the last-named garments. These margins are different according 
to whether or not the manufacturer also knits the cloth from which 
he makes the garments. If he does not knit the cloth the margin 
of net profit allowed to him is 6 per cent. on his costs of production 
and sale of the garments: but if he knits the cloth from which he 
makes the garments his margin of net profit is 74 per cent. on the 
overall costs of production and sale of the cloth and garments. 

There are also prices for new specifications of- women’s underwear 
made from cloths Nos. 404 amd 405 which are shortly to be specified. 

For convenience of reference in the new Order all amendments 
and additions to the original Order will be in italics. It will come 
into force on 28 May.

VALIDITY OF 1941-42 AND 1942-43 CLOTHING 
COUPONS 


“* Margarine *’ Coupons.—On and after 1 June, it will be illegal 
for traders to accept ‘“‘ margarine” coupons from the public, 
These coupons will, however, remain valid for transactions 
between traders until 20 June, and when the ‘‘ Bank Accounts for 
Clothing Coupons ’”’ Scheme comes into operation, there will bea 
short period during which traders who have not disposed of all 
their “‘ margarine ” coupons by 20 June must pay them into their 
own coupon accounts. a 

(The starting date of the coupon accounts scheme and the final 
date for paying in ‘“ margarine” coupons will be announced 
shortly). 

The above also applies to the pale blue (‘‘ Series A’’) Isle 
of Man clothing coupons issued in 1941. 









Clothing Card Cowpons.—Coupons from the 1941-42 Clothing Card 
and Supplementary Cards 8.C.1, 8.C.2 and 8.C.3 will continue to 
be valid until 10 October. This also applies to the coupons on the 
clothing books and sheets issued to certain Services personnel in 
the spring; these coupons are similar to those on the ordinary 
1941-42 clothing card except that they are printed on a pink back. 
ground. 

Emergency Clothing Vouchers.—Emergency clothing vouchers of 
the ‘‘ strip ticket ’’ pattern (printed in denominations of 2 coupons 
(buff), 5 coupons (dark blue) and 10 coupons (red) ) will not be valid 
after 10 October. 

Emergency clothing vouchers of the “ postage stamp”’ type, 
printed in denominations of 2 coupons (buff) and 5 coupons (blue. 
green) will continue to be valid until further notice. 

1942-43 Clothing Coupons.—The 1942-43 clothing book contains 
20 green coupons (numbered 1-20), 20 brown coupons (21-40) and 
20 red coupons (41-60). 

The following special 1942-43 ration documents are being issued 
or will be issued shortly to certain persons (e.g., children, expectant 
mothers, certain Services personnel) :- 

Supplementary Clothing Book S8.C.la, containing pale blue un- 
numbered coupons. 

Supplementary Clothing Coupon Sheets 8.C.4a and 8.C.5a, each 
containing 10 brown coupons, numbered Cl-C10 and M1-M10 
respectively. 

Services Clothing Books containing either green or blue un-num- 
bered coupons. ; 

All green and blue 1942-43 coupons are valid from 1 June. Brown 
1942-43 coupons of all kinds are not valid under 12 October; red 
1942-43 coupons will not be valid until a date which will be announced 
later. 

Traders must not accept coupons from Clothing Books unless the 
holder’s name, address and National Registration (Identity Card) 
Number have been written in the spaces provided on the front cover.
